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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Applicant's Amendments 

This Office Action is responsive to the amendment filed on 5/29/08. Claims 16- 
22 are pending. Claims 1-15 have been canceled. Claims 16-22 are new. Applicant's 
arguments have been considered and are persuasive, thus the former 35 USC 103 
rejections have been overcome. Thus claims 16-22 are allowed for the reasons 
indicated herein. 

Examiner's Statement for Reasons for Aiiowabiiity 

Claims 16-22 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the closest prior art of record fails to teach or make obvious a non-contact 
device for cleaning and drying a spray gun having a spray tip comprising at least a 
housing having a top wall, a source of pressurized gas delivered to velocity ring, the 
velocity ring directing at least one gas port away from the housing top wall opening, a 
solvent spray head block linked to a solvent source, and at least one exhaust opening 
below said velocity ring so that air flow through said velocity ring passes out through 
said at least one opening, in combination with at least the limitations found in 
independent claim 16. 
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Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: 

Larson et al. (Patent No. US 4,823,820) teaches a solvent vapor collection and 
evacuation system having a cleaning basin with an open top, means for circulating 
solvent from the reservoir to the basin, a vapor collection system, and a vacuum source 
which evacuates vapors from a manifold interior by inducing air and vapor flow from the 
interior of the basin. 

Robb et al. (Patent No. US 5,174,317) teaches a spray gun and associate parts 
washer and recyclerfor cleaning pain from objects such as spray guns, having a closed 
fluid system formed inside a basin. 

Sowers (Patent No. US 4,923,522) teaches method and device for cleaning a 
spray gun assembly by positioning a spray gun and its cup connecting means in a 
stationary support within a closed chamber. 

Vetter et al. (Patent No. 4,977,91 1 ) teaches a process and device for cleaning an 
exterior of a sprayer in the area of its spray nozzle by directly charging cleaning fluid by 
a bow-shaped array of nozzles moving in a hemispherical path around the part being 
cleaned.
